the Agency was letting them "get our goat. » He stated that he 
agreed with the idea of withdrawal in the face of violence but that 
we should not withdraw as a general practice.

Col. White stated that 
the Agency is willing to send individuals to speak to campus groups 
provided publicity can be avoided and that we cannot be accused of 
trying to influence public opinion.
